Taber amendments limiting retired pay and abolishing credit for constructive 
service is seen in the condemnation of the proposals by the editors of leading news- 
papers of the Country. Criticism of the House action continues to grow. 










“The Taber amendment, accepted almost without debate under the guise of a 
technical readjustment of pay provisions, would actually have upset the whole 
Army pay schedules and imposed drastic reductions on about half the regular 
officers, in addition to the general reductions already laid down upon the whole 
personnel,” states the New York Herald Tribune. “The promise of retired pay 
for those who make the Army a career is in the nature of a contract; it is some- 
thing which the young officer counts upon as an offset to the relatively low income 
which he must accept throughout his active service. The passage of the Connery 
amendment would amount to the United States suddenly welshing on an obliga- 
tion contracted through the long years in which it had accepted the services of the 
now retired officers. 


“The Senate Appropriations Committee has done well in eliminating both pro- 
visions, and it is to be hoped the Senate indorses and stands behind its action. 
The Senate has already adopted an amendment to the economy bill designed to 
achieve in a far more equitable fashion what Mr. Connery had in mind.” 

“The people are not in favor of this sniping at the pay of the Army officer,” 
the Columbus (Ga.) /nquirer states in commenting on the Taber amendment. “The 
ofticer personnel are highly trained men who are making the defense of the country 
a life work. When the country needs defense it needs the best it can get. We need 
men with long service in the Army and others who look forward to it. 

“The Senate should kill this amendment or the president should send the bill 
back, if it goes to him, insisting on the elimination or modification of this objection- 
able portion.” 

“Both amendments are thoroughly vicious in principle and in practice,” states 
the Philadelphia /nquirer. “The Senate should not hesitate to eliminate them. 

“As it is, the United States does far less for its retired officers than any other 
nation. Their active pay does little more than provide them a bare living. They 
cannot engage in any but their Army duties. The most distinguished of them 
receive no special rewards. No sums commensurate with their achievements are 
voted to them. Now it is proposed, in the name of economy, to take from them a 
part, or even the whole, of the compensation they receive after retirement. The 
immediate object of this attack is the Army, but it is hardly open to doubt that 
the Navy and Marine Corps will suffer in turn. Some of the Representatives who 
voted for these amendments probably have no clear conception of their meaning: 
others are moved by feelings of personal hostility. In either case this dishonorable

“By unanimous vote of the Senate Appropriations Committee,” the Washington 
Herald states, “the Army appropriation bill has been purged of the two iniquitous 
provisions which an irrespursible House supinely adopted at the instigation of a 
disloyal group of sappers against the military establishment of the Uniteg States 

“Neither of these proposals could be justified on the ground of economy or 
fairness.” . 





Comments the Hartford Courant: “The addition of the C. M. T. C. increased 
the appropriation over the original estimate by some $3,000,000, so the House in 
cavalier fashion, simply struck out $3,500,000 by cutting the already reduced sala- 
ries of about half the officers of the Army. Thus the officers are forced, against all 
justice, to pay out of their own pockets the cost cf maintaining the C. M. T. ¢. 

“Unless the Senate adopts a strong attitude on the matter, the country will pe 
forced, no matter how unwillingly, into making its own employees pay for a Ccon- 
siderable part of the military activities of the Army.” 





“The proposal to reduce sweepingly the pay of retired soldiers and sailors js 
not only unfair,” states the Charleston (S. C.) News and Courier, “it is a proposal 
of monstrous folly. These men are not retired until, as a rule, they have lived 
their lives. In the exceptional cases that they are able to continue at work, they 
usually are in the kind of service that is more profitable to the public than to 
themselves. In this they should be encouraged. 

“The notion that a retired officer, because he receives a salary as a school teacher 
should have the pay which he has earned by long military service reduced is 
destructive of the theory of patriotic national defense.’ 

“Following brief debate on the floor of the lower House of Congress,” comments 
the Columbus (Ga.) Ledger, “that body inserted into the Army appropriation bill 
an amendment which aims a blow at the personnel at Ft. Benning that seems to 
be more far-reaching than they should suffer, or out of proportion with the treat- 
ment meted out to others. * * * 

“With the cuts that will be necessitated under the provisions of the amend- 
ment, there will be officers whose pay check will fall below that which they received 
prior to 1908. In numerous instances the cut will be one-third, and in others will

Admiral Moffett Warns Nation 


In a speech which he declared was in- 
tended to be a warning to the Nation, 
Rear Adm. W. A. Moffett, USN, chief of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, addressing 
the Naval Academy Graduates Associa- 
tion yesterday in New York City, called 
upon the country to keep the United 
States Navy up to treaty strength or to 
reconcile itself to becoming a decadent 
nation. 

“World conditions today.” Admiral 
Moffett declared, “are becoming similar 
to those that existed before the World 
War in 1914. Few then believed that we 
would be drawn into the war, as still 
fewer today believe that another war is 
possible or probable for years to come, 
and the public isn’t interested in warn- 
ings such as this speech is intended to 
be. 

“It never seems to occur to us, in our 
conceit, that another nation may declare 
war against us. We are too busy boast- 
ing that we are the greatest nation on 
earth. We certainly have little to be 
proud of since the war, either as indi- 
viduals or as a nation. The United 
States has been an international fruit 
tree, shaken down to the tune of $175,- 
000,000 in new ships at the Washington 
Conference, and to the tune of $11,000,- 
000,000 in post-war debts, not to mention 
the investments our bankers and our 
gullibility lost for us in foreign bonds. 
Are we as smart as we think we are, or 
are we riding for a fall—indeed, falling 
now? The time has come to stop ‘kid- 
ding’ ourselves, to stop boasting and do 
something to show that we are, or can 
be, worthy of the traditions that we talk 
so much about—worthy of the great men 
and women who founded this nation. 

“Fortunately for us, when we got into 
the War in 1917, our Allies held off the 
enemy while we prepared, and after a 
year were able to make our power felt. 
Such will not be the case again; cer- 
tainly not in one respect, even though 
the conditions be the same. I refer to 
the new, powerful, ultra-modern weapon, 
terrible in its effectiveness, as will be 
shown in future wars; that will revolu- 
tionize all warfare, and especially Naval 
warfare—AVIATION. Until now the 
oceans have protected us from sudden 
and swift attack. Isolated raids by ships 
and bombardment by guns on ships were 








distant possibilities, but today—now— 
Aviation has changed all that. Bombard- 
ment of our cities, our country, by planes 
from aircraft carriers and other vessels 
can be made a reality in a few days 
after a declaration of war—perhaps a 
few days before—and the only way to 
prevent it is to have an adequate navy, 
including all its aircraft carriers, flying- 
deck cruisers and airships, before war 
breaks out. We sent our sons to France 
to be slaughtered owing to lack of proper 
preparedness. It will be as nothing if 
the next war finds us unprepared. You 
would send out your Fleet today out- 
numbered, undermanned, untrained, in- 
viting defeat. By allowing the Navy to 
become decadent, as it has become, you 
are risking not only the honor and glory 
of America, but her very existence. The 
decadence of its navy is a sign of the 
decadence of a nation.” 

The Admiral opened his speech with 
a declaration that “Since the administra- 
tion of President Wilson and the signing 
of the Washington Treaty in 1922, our 
Navy has progressively declined.” 

After citing figures to show the decline 
of the United States Navy as compared

of the Economy bill had been settled. 

Among the provisions of the bill which 
are in dispute, and must be settled one 
way or the other by the conference com- 
mittee are the following: Section 201, 
banning automatic pay increases; ex- 
tension of the 8 1/3 per cent pay cut to 
active and retired enlisted men drawing 
more than $1,000 per year; a_ section 
broadening the restriction upon retired 
officers who are employed by the Govern- 
ment so as to allow any officer retired 
for disability to receive full pay; a pro 
hibition against any active officer recei’- 
ing additional pay for serving with 4 
civilian branch of the Government: re 
stitution of mileage; reduction in allow- 
ances when travelng by automobile from 
seven to five cents a mile; compulsory 
four-year tours of duty for Hawaii. 

Continuation of the payless furlough 
and 81/3 per cent pay cut for those not 
subject to the furlough is definitely 
written into the bill and will continue 
for the next year, both houses of Col 
gress having agreed upon this provision. 
By the same token, both houses have 
gone in record against any additional 
pay cut, precluding the conferees from 
any action in this way. Elimination of 
the reenlistment bonus, and the ban 
leave are also agreed upon by both 
houses. 
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Flying Radio Equipment

The radio equipment and the electrical 
shielding and bonding of the five FLB 
flying life boats recently constructed for 
the Coast Guard represents the last word 
in modern refinement and engineering. 
An outstanding feature of the radio in- 
stallation is a direction finder of the 
rotable loop type, which is proving to be 
a valuable aid to navigation, in addition 
to providing an instrument whereby the 
location of any unit equipped with a ra- 
dio transmitter may be readily deter- 
mined in spite of poor visability. 

The paramount purpose of these new 
aircraft is entirely humanitarian and in- 
tended as a means for rendering quick 
assistance to distressed mariners and 
aviators. These seaplanes can be used 
to good advantage in flying to a vessel 
for the purpose of rendering medical aid, 
or to transport sick or injured persons 
ashore for treatment. By means of the 
above-mentioned radio direction finding 
equipment the physical contact between 
aircraft and vessel necessary to carry 
out the duties incident to rendering med- 
ical and surgical aid can be accom- 
plished during the prevalence of poor 
visability. For example, a merchant ves- 
sel a couple hundred miles off shore has 
experienced poor visability for several 
days to the extent that the navigator is 
not exactly certain of his position. <A 
member of the crew is critically injured 
and requires immediate surgical attend- 
ance not available on the vessel. The 
international radio call “NCU,” which 
means “any Coast Guard Unit,” is broad- 
casted by the vessel’s radio transmitter. 
Any Coast Guard cutters hearing this 
call immediately answer up and upon 
establishing “radio contact” are advised 
of the circumstances. The cutter imme- 
diately relays the information via radio 
to the nearest Coast Guard Air Station 
from which a flying life boat is dis-

patched at once. Immediately upon tak- 
ing off the aircraft endeavors to estab- 
lish two way communication with the 
vessel, and upon accomplishing same, re- 
quests the vessel to transmit a series of 
signals by use of the conventional “MO.” 
The aircraft then takes a radio bearing 
on the vessel and the pilot sets his 
course accordingly. Thereafter at fre- 
quent intervals and until the seaplane 
has accomplished contact with the ves- 
sel, the “MO” transmissions are made in 
order to further guide the plane to the 
vessel. Contact may be accomplished in 
this manner which otherwise would be 
impracticable and in some instances im- 
possible, due to poor visability. 

Following storms and sieges of bad 
weather these flying life boats are sent 
out to patrol large areas searching for 
small craft which frequently become dis- 
abled. Upon discovering a small craft in 
need, of assistance, the pilot of the sea- 
plane ascertains the nature of aid re- 
quired and renders same, directly if pos- 
sible, by landing near the craft and 
boarding her, if necessary, by means of 
a collapsible rubber boat, which is car- 
ried on the aircraft for such purposes. 
In the event the assistance is beyond the 
ability of the aircraft crew and equip- 
ment to perform, such as towing the ves- 
sel, the fact is communicated by radio 
to a Coast Guard vessel which there- 
upon proceeds to the disabled vessel in 
accordance with instructions based on 
radio bearings from the plane. 

In the navigation of this type of air- 
craft the rotable loop direction finder has 
introduced a new technique. The radio 
operator obtains frequent bearing on 
various radio transmitting stations. 
These bearings are plotted by the radio- 
man on a chart and by simple triangula- 
tion the speed, actual course, and drift, 
as well as the position of the aircraft, 
are constantly and accurately kept track 
of. The pilot need only glance at the 
chart at any instant to know his exact 
whereabouts. This assistance affords the 
pilot more freedom in the handling of 
his controls and affords more time for 
observation, which is highly desirable, 
especially when on patrol flights search- 
ing for disabled vessels, wreckage, ob- 
structions to navigation, drifting buoys, 
ete. The usual type of directional ra- 
dio receiver installed in aircraft utilizes 
a fixed loop which requires the aircraft 
to be deviated from her course when ob- 
taining a radio bearing, or may employ 
a non-directional receiver which indi- 
eates the bearing or “radio range” of di- 
rectional beacon transmitters which 
mark overland airway routes. The rota- 
ble loop aircraft radio direction finder 
developed by the Coast Guard is not re- 
stricted in this manner as to its use 
while at the same time it utilizes the 
directional systems mentioned. 

In the radio guidance of aircraft two 
systems are available. The one system 
consists of a network of beam transmit- 
ters situated along airways whereby 
courses are indicated by signals of cer- 
tain characteristics and may be received 
by the aircraft by means of an ordinary 
non-directional receiver. It is, of course, 
obvious that this system is limited in its 
application and has very little or no use 
for aircraft engaged on over-ocean flying. 
On the other hand the system as used to 
such good advantage by the Coast Guard 
which utilizes a rotable loop affords a 
means whereby any radio transmitting 
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station within reasonable distance and 


frequency (wave length) range serves as 
a radio beacon. This includes numerous 
government and commercial stations. A 
“fix” may be obtained by intersecting, on 
a chart, two or more lines representing 
radio hearings taken on aS many trans- 
mitting stations. For instance, a bearing 
taken on the Naval Radio Station at 
New York might be plotted with a bear- 
ing taken on the commercial station at 
Tuckerton, N. J. The intersection of 
these two lines of bearing will indicate 
the position of the aircraft. Successive 
“fixes” will then show the course, speed 
and drift. This feature is of inestima- 
ble value in case of a forced landing at 
sea by the aircraft, in which event the 
position of the aircraft is readily deter- 
mined and transmitted to a vessel or 
other aircraft proceeding to render as- 
sistance. The assisting vessel or air- 
craft is then guided to the disabled craft 
by means of successive radio bearings. 

The use of supersensitive radio reciv- 
ing equipment on these aircraft required 
the installation of completely shielded 
electrical equipment and thorough bond- 
ing of all metallic parts throughout. This 
required a great amount of mechanical 
and electrical research. Radio receiv- 
ing eqiupment of usual sensitivity is not 
so highly susceptible to the wide range 
of disturbances set up by the electrical 
and structural features of aircraft. High- 
ly sensitive equipment, however, picks up 
noises from numerous sources which are 
grouped into two classes, viz., those di- 
rectly due to operation of the electrical 
equipment, principally the ignition, and 
those resulting from electromechanical 
causes. The former class of disturbance 
is overcome by enclosing the entire elec- 
trical system widthin a commonly 
grounded shield. The latter mentioned 
noises are eliminated by bonding to- 
gether all metallic parts of the aircraft. 
Shielding is accomplished by means of 
rigid and flexible dural conduit used in 
conjunction with suitable terminal and 
connection fittings. The bonding is ac- 
complished by means of electrical con- 
ductors in the form of copper ribbon 
which connect the various metal parts 
together into one common electrical body. 
This precaution is necessary inasmuch 
as insulated metal parts become charged 
with static electricity. Upon assuming 
sufficient magnitude these charges are 
dissipated in the form of electrical dis- 
charges to adjacent metallic parts. In 
a medium size aircraft discharges of this 
order may take place several hundred 
times per minute, and, in addition to 
causing very troublesome radio distur- 
bances constitute a fire hazard. Special 
fittings had to be designed to shield the 
terminal connections of the numerous 
electrical devices and instruments. In 
order to insure electrical continuity of 
the various conduits of the electrical 
system throughout the aircraft bonding 
connectors are run parallel with the con- 
duits and attached thereto at frequent 
intervals by means of jumpers. Control 
wires and other moval metallic parts 
are tied into the general bonding system 
by means of flexible connectors. All 
metallic joints were first made elec- 
trically perfect after which the protec- 
tive coating was applied. 

Bolts through wing root fittings, con-

tary Surgeon, the Cavalry Journal, the 
Infantry Journal, and the Field Artillery 
Journal because the officers who publish 
those magazines have nothing to do with 
the purchase of supplies. There was a 
real reason, however, why the Engineer 
Journal should not be allowed to carry 
advertisements of contractors with the 
Government. If the Senator’s amend- 
ment is adopted, we will try to work out 
something in conference that will bring 
about justice.” 

‘Also in dispute between the two houses 
are the following: 


A Senate amendment to the House 
provision withholding pay from officers 
and enlisted men of the National Guard 
and the Organized Reserves who draw 
pensions or retired pay from the govern- 
ment which will allow such personnel 
to give up their pension and retired pay 
during the period of their service in the 
Guard, and will permit present adjutant 
generals who are drawing pensions or 
retired pay to continue in a federally 
recognized status with pay. 


The House provision that no appro- 
priation in the act shall be increased by 
a transfer for the purposes of making a 
larger amount available for or on ac- 
count of personal services or for increas- 
ing a limitation on any appropriation. 
This was stricken out by the Senate. 

Representative Collins’ provision that 
motor trucks may be purchased out of 
any savings that might be made from the 
funds appropriated for care and main- 
tenance of animals and animal equip- 
ment. This section together with the 
limitation of $750 on trucks was elimi- 
nated by the upper house. 

A Senate amendment to the effect that 
no issues of reserve supplies or equip- 
ment shall be made where the war re- 
serve would be reduced below what is 
necessary for two field armies or one 
million men. 

A provision in the Senate bill allowing 
funds to be used for laundries and clean- 
ing plants now under construction. The 
House had limited the number of such 
establishments to those “existing”. 

The House restriction prohibiting fur- 
ther enrollments in ROTC units of the 
Medical Corps, Dental Corps, or Veteri- 
nary Corps. The House restriction also 
applied to Air Corps ROTC units, but 
the Senate accepted this restriction. 

The Senate amendment authorizing the 
employment on active duty of retired 





officer in addition to the two now au- 
thorized. 

An increase of a half million dollars 
over the House appropriation for cloth- 
ing and equipment, and a $250,000 in- 
crease over the House allotment for 
forage for animals. 

A Senate increase of eighty odd thou- 
sand dollars for purchase of horses. 

A Senate provision that the librarian 
at West Point may be a retired officer. 

Several restrictions upon the amount 
of funds which may be used for trans- 
portation. 

An amendment adopted on the floor 
of the Senate increasing the appropria- 
tions for the ROTC by $486,000. 

A Senate amendment eliminating the 
prohibition against spending any money 
for operating the Ft. Benning railroad. 

Senate increases in the following 
items: Contingent expenses, $23,000; ob- 
taining military information abroad, 
$20,000; Signal Corps, $39,647; produc- 
tion of lighter-than-air equipment, 
$5,000; Medical Department, $175,495. 
A Senate cut of $25,000 in the appropria- 
tion for ordnance equipment for rifle 
ranges for civilian instruction.

General Bandholtz’s Diary 

“An Undiplomatic Diary,” by Maj. 
Gen. Harry Hill Bandholtz, USA; edited 
by Fritz-Konrad Kruger. Published by 
Columbia University Press. Price $3.50. 

There is little doubt but that the title 
of this book is apt and truthful, for 
General Bandholtz does not mince words 
nor euphemize for the sake of diplomacy. 
Instead, he speaks his mind in very 
plain terms—greatly to the benefit of the 
historical value and the readableness of 
his diary. 

As head of the American division of 
the inter-Allied Military Mission to 
Hungary in 1919, General Bandholtz ran 
into one of the most trying as well as 
unusual tasks ever assigned a soldier. 
He pictures his greatest problem as that 





of . protecting his erstwhile enemy 
Hungary, from his ally, Roumania. —' 

On August 7, 1919, General Bandholtz 
left Paris (in the automobile of Herbert 
Hoover) for Hungary. On August 39 
he wrote in his diary: 

“Our beloved Roumanian allies are 
continuing merrily with their requigj. 
tions and seizures, and apparently haye 
not the slightest intention of letting 
until they have cleaned Hungary out of 
everything worth taking.” . 

Later, on Sept. 23, he wrote: 

“IT shall send, in a day or so, recom 
mendations for the D. S. M. for my 
various colleagues, and shall suggest 
that we establish an Order of Ali Baba 
and the Forty Thieves so that our 
Roumanian friends can also be properly 
deco ated.” 

His partisanship for the Hungarians 
is admitted. In fact, at the close of the 
book, Feb. 5, 1920, he entered in hig 
diary: “I came here rather inclined to 
condone or extenuate much of the 
Roumanian procedure, but their oyt 
rageous conduct in violation of all ip 
ternational law, decency, and humane 
considerations has made me become ag 
advocate of the Hungarian cause. Turn 
ing over portions of Hungary with its 
civilized and refined population will be 
like turning over Texas and Californig 
to the Mexicans. The great Powers of 
the Allies should hang their heads ig 
shame for what they allowed to take 
place in this country after an armistice,” 

It is easy to believe the statement at 
the beginning of the book that the diary 
was not written for publication, but that 
its great historic and interest value was 
discovered in it after the General's 
death. It merits reading not alone asa 
contribution to the history of the post: 
war period, but as an example of 
polished diction made virile by earnest- 
ness and interesting by frankness. 


Ft. Sill Gym Burns 


Ft. Sill, Okla.—As a result of a fire 
which destroyed a converted hangar, Ft. 
Sill, the home of the Field Artillery 
School, is without any gymnasium and 
the construction of one is not included in 
any of the appropriations thus far made 
in the building program here. 

No announcement has been made as 
yet as to the cause of the fire which 
completely wiped out the big building in 
less than an hour but it is thought to 
have started in the janitor’s room from 
an overheated stove.

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Admiral Smith Assumes Duties 


Norfolk, Va.—Rear Adm. Arthur St. 
Clair Smith, the new commandant of the 
Norfolk Navy Yard who has just re- 
linquished command of the Special Ser- 
vice Squadron in Panama arrived to as- 
sume his new duties at the Norfolk 
Yard on February 14 accompanied by 
Mrs. Smith. The new commandant suc- 
ceeds Rear Admiral F. H. Brumby who 
was transferred last fall to the Battle 
ship Division of the Battle Force on the 
Pacific. 

The ceremonies connected with the as- 
signing the command to Admiral Smith 
consisted of the reading of his orders, 
firing of an admiral’s salute and hoist- 
ing of his flag on the station. 

Rear Adm. Arthur St. Clair Smith, 
USN, was born in 1875 in Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, and appointed to the Naval Acad- 
emy from Iowa in 1893. 

When a Commander in 1916, Admiral 
Smith had command of the USS Helena 
with the Asiatic Fleet, and in 1917 was 
ordered to duty at the Naval Academy, 
Annapolis, Md. In 1919, he was ordered 
to command the Lafayette Radio Station 
at Croix d’Hins, in France, later being 
ordered to the Bureau of Engineering, 
Navy Department, at Washington. In 
1920, he had command of the USS Des 
Moines, cruiser, and in 1921, was ordered 
as Squadron Commander, Destroyer 
Squadron 14, Atlantic Fleet, later that 
year taking command of Squadron 9, 
Destroyer Squadrons, Atlantic Fleet. In 
1922, after a short tour of duty in the 
Office of Naval Intelligence, Navy De- 
partment, he was ordered to Peking, 
Ohina, as Naval Attache at the Amer- 
ican Legation. 

In 1925, he was ordered as Command- 
ing Officer of the USS Idaho, battleship, 
in the Battle Fleet. In 1927, he was 
ordered to the Naval War College, New- 
port, R. I., under instruction, and in 
1928, was ordered to the Navy Depart- 
ment, Washington, as President of the 
Naval Examining Board. After this duty 
and in the same year, he was ordered 
to duty as Chief of Staff of Battleship 
Divisions, Battle Fleet, in 1929 becoming 
Chief of Staff of the Commander-in- 
Chief, Battle Fleet. He was appointed 
Rear Admiral May 10, 1930, and ordered, 
after a tour of duty as member of the 
General Board, Navy Department. to 
take command of the Special Service 
Squadron, operating in Central Amer- 
ican waters.

USS Portland Received by Navy 


The USS Portland, heavy cruiser, was 
delivered by her builders to the Navy 
Feb. 15, upon completion of her trials. 
The Commandant of the Boston Navy 
Yard will place her in commission under 
the command of Capt. Herbert F. Leary, 
USN, Feb. 23. 

The Portland, the second 10,000-ton 
cruiser to be completed since the London 
Naval Treaty, was authorized by Act of 
Congress Feb. 13, 1929. The first vessel 
of that program, the USS Indianapolis, 
was commissioned on Nov. 15, 1932. 

The dimensions of the cruiser are: 
Length overall, 610 feet; extreme beam, 
66 feet; displacement, 10,000 tons; cali- 
bre of largest guns, 8-inch; complement, 
551 men. She has a designed speed of 
33 knots and will carry 4 planes. 

Contract for the construction of the 
hull and machinery of the Portland was 
awarded to the Bethlehem Shipbuilding 
Corporation on Aug. 15, 1929. She was 
launched on March 19, 1932, and was 
christened in honor of the city of Port- 
land, Maine, by Miss Mary Elizabeth 
Brooks, the first vessel to be given that 
name in the U. S. Navy.

IN THESE DAYS OF POLITICAL campaigns for so-called economy, it is the 
fashion to attribute extravagant expenditures to the Army and the Navy. The 
Democratic platform denounced Service expenditures “fast approaching a billion 
dollars” and during the debate on the Army bill reference was made to National 
Defense costing this huge sum. To dispel the public misapprehension created by 
the constant iteration of such declarations, Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania, made 
the following statement, and in view of the reputation for accuracy which he enjoys 
it can be taken at face value: 

In the War Department appropriation bill pending today, we are appropriating 
$106,000,000 less than last year. The country does not know that. They think that 
the Army costs about $500,000,000 and the Navy costs about $500,000,000, but that is 
not so. The military activities of the War Department actually totally approxi- 
mated $276,000,000, a very great reduction under what it used to be. The country 
does not know it. All we can do is to tell the people the facts.” 

The Navy, we may add in supplement of what Senator Reed stated, has sus- 
tained reduced appropriations as serious in their effect as has the Army. Included 
in that reduction is the Marine Corps, which has suffered a loss of personnel that 
jeopardizes its ability to discharge the important functions assigned to it. 

The people, as Senator Reed well said, do not know the facts. If they did, 
the attempts to hamstring National Defense would be halted promptly. 





NO SOONER HAD THE SENATE adopted the Bratton amendment cutting 
authorized expenditures by 5 per cent than the Democratic leaders in ‘Washington 
put out plans for the complete reorganization of the Army and the Navy so as to 
reduce appropriations by another 25 per cent. The announcement of these plans 
was coupled with the assurance that the Army would be made more efficient and 
the Navy brought up to Treaty strength. The civilian creators of the plan would 
cut the General Staff in half, largely replace the Cavalry by tanks, mechanize the 
Artillery and abolish numerous Army posts. They would retain two of the eight 
Navy yards on the Atlantic Coast, let out all construction and repair work to 
private contractors, and appropriate $60,000,000 annually for new ships to bring 
the Navy up to Treaty strength. 

So far as the abolition of Army Posts and Navy yards are concerned, we con- 
tinue to keep our tongue in our cheek. Loeal interests will not permit their Con- 
gressmen to vote for any such proposal, and the old game of log-rolling will stop it. 
The addition to unemployment resulting from the closing of Navy yards likewise 
would concern the men in the Senate and House. Both the Army and Navy favor 
post and Navy yard concentration, but their efforts in this direction have been 
futile. So this feature of the new plan may be disregarded. 

But we see the fine hand of Mr. Collins in the mechanization proposal for 
the Army. We even see it in the reports published which state that tanks are far 
more effective for performing the ordinary work for which Cavalry is used “except 
horseback riding for Army officers and their families and polo playing.” The 
American people are more conservative than is the chairman of the House sub- 
committee on Army appropriations. They insist on haste being made slowly. Under 
the direction of General MacArthur, the value of mechanization is being demon- 
strated, and no radical move will be permitted by him so long as he is Chief of 
Staff. There is today a mechanized Cavalry regiment, unfortunately insufficiently 
equipped because Congress has withheld the necessary funds. That regiment will 
develop the details of the mechanical equipment required, which is preliminary 
to further expansion along sound lines. At Ft. Benning the Infantry is being indoc- 
trinated with the principles of mechanization and motorization. Great advances 
have been made also in supply motorization. We suggest to the Democratic leaders 
that Army organization better be left to Army officers. 





REPRESENTATIVE VINSON, who will continue to be Chairman of the House 
Naval Committee in the next Congress, has reiterated that he will introduce a bill 
in the next Congress to bring the Navy up to the limits fixed in the Treaty of 
London. He estimates that $60,000,000 per annum will produce this result within 
the next ten years. It is to be assumed that Mr. Vinson will arrange for construc- 
tion in accordance with the best thought of the General Board and develop that 
harmonious Fleet and organization which are essential to efficient operation. In 
connection with this necessary development of the Navy, it is interesting to note 
reports from London that the Admiralty is preparing plans for a large increase 
in sea power, this in spite of the fact that limitation negotiations are continuing 
at Geneva. These reports go so far as to say that Great Britain will not renew 
in 1936 the existing naval treaties in their present form, since experience has shown 
those covenants to be incompatible with the maintenance of reasonable security 
for British trade and imperial communications. The British plans contemplate 
replacement of obsolete battleships by up-to-date 25,000-ton craft, increase by at 
least 25 per cent of the cruiser force, additional super-destroyers and destroyers, 
and augmentation of the personnel. Japan, concerned by world hostility to her 
Manchurian adventure, has established a Treaty Navy and in some categories has 
eclipsed the ratio with the United States which was fixed at London, the fault 
lying, of course, with our failure to construct. It would seem from all reports 
that the next few years will witness rearmament rather than disarmament, and 





in that case the American people will realize the unwisdom of the policy of scrap- 
ping and non-replacement, which started immediately after the World War.

D. W. F.—1. The Adjutant General's 
Office informs us that there are at pres 
ent 668 warrant officers on the actiye 
list, not including band leaders and off. 
cers in the Army mine planter service, 
It is estimated that it will be another 
year and a half before this surplus of 
68 is reduced by attrition so that new 
appointments can be made. 

There is no eligible list maintained for 
appointment to warrant grade, at pres 
ent. Regulations, however, governing 
the question of such appointments, have 
been drafted by the Adjutant General's 
Office and are now being studied by the 
General Staff. When these regulations 
are finally approved we _ will publish 
them. 

2. Provision for appointment to war. 
rant grade is contained in section 4a of 
the National Defense Act ss amended 
June 4, 1920, and June 10, 1922. That 
act provides in part: ‘Appointments 
shall be made by the Secretary of War 
from among noncommissioned officers 
who have had at least ten years’ enlisted 
service; enlisted men who served as of- 
ficers of the Army at some time between 
Apr. 6, 1917, and Novy. 11, 1918, and whose 
total service in the Army, enlisted and 
commissioned, amounts to five years; 
persons serving or who have served as 
Army field clerks or field clerks, Quar 
termaster Corps, and, in the case of 
those who are to be assigned to duty a 
band leaders, from among persons who 
served as Army band leaders at some 
time between April 6, 1917, and Nov. 11 
1918, or enlisted men possessing suitable 
qualifications.”

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Automatic Increases—Representative Collins, ¢hairman of the sub-committee on 
War Department appropriations, intimates in the Appendix of the Congressional 
Record of Feb. 10 that the Army and Navy are fostering application of the 81/3 
per cent cut to enlisted men who receive more than $1,000 per annum, to offset 
the additional expenditures involved in restoring the automatic pay increases. Mr. 
Collins should know that the Senate committee applied the cut to the enlisted men 
in secret session, without consultation with, or suggestion from, the War or Navy 
Department, and that it passed the Senate over their strong oppositions. 

Mr. Collins then cites the example of the increase Admiral McLean would 
receive by passing from the lower half to the upper half of rear admirals, and 
would have it believed that this is a typical example, and that the high ranking 
officers are the ones most affected. 

He did not point out that Admiral McLean is the only high ranking officer 
in the Army and Navy affected, or that unless a rear admiral of the upper half 
dies or retires before July 1, 1934, no other one will be affected. 

Nor did he say that the major portion of the individuals affected by Section 
201 are postal employees, the $1700 clerks and letter carriers, the $1600 driver 
mechanics, the $1500 messengers, watchmen and laborers, to whom the postal law 
allows an annual automatic increase of $100 for “efficiency and faithfulness” 
during the preceding year. Think of it, a pittance of $8.33 per month denied to 
each of them in the name of economy, in addition to the 81/3 per cent cut. These 
contributions of $8.33 per month make up more than half of the savings from Sec- 
tion 201. 

He failed to mention that the policemen, firemen and school teachers of the 
District of Columbia are compelled to make like contributions in addition to the 
$1/3 per cent cut. 

He did not reveal that in the Army actually less than 7 per cent of the officers 
stand the entire pay period loss, and of these lieutenants and captains stand 70 
per cent of this loss; that of the entire savings lieutenants and captains stand 
more than 74 per cent, and that general officers lose nothing and colonels a total 
of only $6,088. 

He failed to mention that in the Navy, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey 
and Public Health Service the effect is practically the same as in the Army; that 
is, the junior officers stand the burden. 

Nor did he inform his fellows that in every one of these cases the right to 
the increase has been earned by the individual, by faithful fulfillment on his part 
of the provisions of law which grant him the increase; and that by reason of being 
denied the increase the Economy Act deprives him of much more of his compen- 
sation as fixed by law than the 81/3 per cent; in some instances the reduction 
is more than 30 per cent. 

And then he states that “the economy act did not reduce the pay officers were 
receiving one penny more than 81/3 per cent ,the same as everybody else.” This 
is literally true, but only when the term “pay” is strictly defined. However, he 
does not tell that as a matter of fact the compensation which these officers are 
now receiving, without considering Section 201, is more than 91/ 3per cent less 
than they were receiving, and during the next fiscal year will be more than 14 
per cent less. What other government officers or employees whose compensation 
is $10,000 or less suffer such reductions? The burden of Section 201 is in addition 
to these reductions. 

Mr. Collins is to be commended for his opposition to the 81/3 per cent cut on 
enlisted men. He is right that the denial of reenlistment allowances is in fact a 
pay cut, and that to impose an additional cut of 81/3 per cent would be unfair. 

He should go further and reveal the other injustices wrought in the proposals 
to injure the officers on the active and retired lists. a 


Reductions of Army Paper Work—In accordance with the policy of the Chief of 
Staff and through the initiative of the Training Division (G-3) of the General 
Staff, together with the cooperation of the Adjutant General, a material reduc- 
tion has been accomplished in data relating to C.M.T.C. activities which have here- 
tofore been included in annual and other reports transmitted by Corps Area and 
Camp Commanders to the War Department. The preparation of these reports, 
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voluminous in character, necessitated great time and labor which it is estimated 
will be reduced by approximately 75%. Much time consumed in analyzing these 
reports by the War Department will also be saved. 
A further step in the reduction of paper work has the approval by the Chief 
of Staff of the recommendation of the Quartermaster General that Paragraph 7,f, 
AR 30-1220 be revoked. Under the provisions of said paragraph, reports were re. 
quired from the transport quartermaster or the quartermaster agent at the end 
of each voyage, on the operation of messes. An investigation indicated that the 
preparation of Mess Reports required considerable time and served no useful pur- 
pose which is not already covered fully by other reports.

Officers for Submarine A class in submarine training for about twenty- 
five officers will be convened at the Submarine Base, New London, Conn., on July 
5, 1933. The orders of those selected will provide for the transportation of de- 
pendents to New London from present stations. The duration of the course will be 
approximately six months, and successful graduates will be assigned duty aboard 
submarines. 

Candidates should submit applications in accordance with Part E, Section 3, 
Bureau of Navigation Manual, so as to arrive in the Bureau of Navigation not 
later than April 1, 1933. Despatch may be substituted for letter when necessary, 
Applications will be accompanied by medical officer’s report as to the candidate's 
physical fitness for submarine duty. All applications, whether or not approved, 
and whether or not the applicant is physically qualified, will be forwarded promptly, 
The commanding officer will include in his forwarding indorsement, the statement 
of his opinion as to the applicant’s fitness for assignment to submarine duty. 
Candidates who have submitted requests prior to this letter should resubmit same 
provided they are still applicants. 

Officers who have completed at least two years’ sea duty are eligible for the 
July class. Those who are eligible are reminded that they will be eligible for 
submarine command at an earlier age than on any other combatant type, and that 
submarines offer excellent training, not only for command, but for many lines of 
technical duty.

Service of Senior Navy ins.—In a letter to the Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation this week, the Secretary of the Navy laid down the types of duty to 
which senior captains should be assigned in order to best prepare them for high 
command, the duties best suited to develop captains for flag command, it was 
stated, are: “command of subdivision small ships”; “staff of flag officer”; “command 
of a major ship.” The Secretary’s letter follows: 

“From: The Secretary of the Navy. 

“To: The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department. 

“Subject: Assignment, senior captains to duty afloat. 

“1. Certain traditionally known qualities are demanded in Flag Officers in 
order that they may better meet the requirements of high Command. 

“2. These qualities are acquired to a considerable extent during the usual 
service career of an Officer,—some are possessed inherently by a relatively small 
number. Short of actual demonstrated ability as a Flag Officer, the highest develop- 
ment of the essential qualities is generally indicated during an officer’s service as a 
senior captain, and the duties regarded approximately equal in value and best 
suited to that development are: 

a “Command subdivision small ships, Staff of Flag Officer, Command of a major 
ship. 
“Accordingly, it is the desire of the Department that in assigning Senior Cap- 
tains to duty, in considering their previous records, assignments whenever prac- 
ticable be made to one of the three duties listed above, to the end that prospective 
Flag Officers may receive the maximum amount of training in preparation for 
that rank.

trol hinge joints, ete., are all electrically 
pipassed by means of jumpers. For the 
purpose of testing the bonding and 
shielding connections a special test set 
with which exceedingly small reSistances 
can be measured has been devised. Any 
metallic joint showing the slightest re- 
sistance is a potential source of radio 
disturbance as intermittent electrical 
contact is apt to occur during flight. 
Thorough shielding of all electrical 
equipment in addition to facilitating the 
use of extremely sensitive radio equip- 
ment provides valuable protection against 
fire. Electric wiring which is encased 
within metallic conduit is far less apt 
to become ignited than ordinary rubber 
or cambric covered unshielded wire. 

It is believed that these Coast Guard 
flying boats are the first aircraft to be 
provided with 100% electrical shielding 
and bonding throughout. 

Inasmuch as the duties performed’ by 
these aircraft are of such a manifold 
and extensive nature and involve radio 
communication over a wide range of fre- 
quencies under various requirements 
which at times must be accomplished 
under adverse weather conditions, the 
radio equipment is necessarily of a com- 
paratively elaborate order. High and low 
power, long and short wave transmis- 
sion, and reception, are provided for both 
voice and telegraph signals. The total 
weight of the radio equipment inclusive 
of all storage and dry batteries and ac- 

cessories is 250 pounds. The radio di- 

rection finder, which renders the same 

service as similar equipment weighing 

200 pounds or more as used on vessels, 

weighs but 45 pounds including batteries. 

With this equipment accurate radio bear- 

ings may readily be obtained at dis- 

tances up to 300 miles or more on medi- 
um and high power transmitters.

Skis will be installed on the ships; differ- 
ent types on different ships, so that their 
relative efficiency can be determined under 
service conditions. 

The Detachment expects to fly to North- 
ern Michigan and then across to Northern 
Minnesota within a short time, to seek the 
proper snow and frigid weather.

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Influence of Sea Power 


The influence of sea power was 
stressed by Dr. Edmund A. Walsh, vice- 
president of Georgetown University, in 
his address before the recent National 
Conference on Merchant Marine held in 
Washington. 


- 

“The tremendous influence of sea 
power on history, first scientifically ex- 
amined by a great American strategist, 
Admiral A. T. Mahan,” Dr. Walsh said, 
“has been vindicated over and over 
again. And never more convincingly 
than during the years that tried men’s 
souls, 1914-1918. And, conversely, his- 
tory is equally eloquent in demonstra- 
ting that any nation which takes the 
easy way of permitting its commerce to 
be carried by foreign-flag ships, which 
rents the service and space it is too lazy 
to provide, is embarked on a policy of 
dependency that has ended every time 
with the nation in question becoming a 
second-rate power. 


“We learned that lesson from a hard 
taskmaster and paid a bitter price for 
the experience in 1914, when the mad 
scramble for tonnage showed us how 
completely we had abdicated the proud 
position won on the seven seas by 
Yankee clippers of the age of Donald 
McKay. Not only did we then stand 
hat in hand in the waiting-rooms of 
foreign shipowners while our piled-up 
commodities perished on congested 
wharves, but we were obliged, in the 
later emergency of our own war needs, 
to embark on a superhuman program 
of shipbuilding that cost us upwards of 
three billions of dollars as costs soared 
to $400 per dead-weight ton. Now, the 
annual interest on three billion dollars 
is $150,000,000. Had that sum been 
leisurely and wisely and systematically 
applied during the previous generation to 
creating an American merchant marine, 
we should not have suffered the humilia- 
tion we then experienced, nor have had 
to add practically that entire sum to the 
other now irrecoverable war debts. I 
describe that investment as practically 
lost, as a contribution to a permanent 
merchant marine. The vessels then 
built were largely of an emergency type 
which justified their cost by even one 
round trip to the war zone, while the 
others of more substantial construction 
are now either obsolescent or incapable 
of competing profitably with the moder- 
nized fleets of our competitors.”

The Federal Reserve Board’s condition 
statement of weekly reporting member 
banks in leading cities on Feb. 8 shows 
decreases for the week of $152,000,000 iy 
loans and investments, $200,000,000 in 
net demand deposits, $22,000,000 in time 
deposits, $55,000,000 in Government de 
posits and $11,000,000 in borrowings 
from Federal reserve banks. 

Loans on securities declined $36,000, 
000 at reporting member banks in the 
New York district, $8,000,000 each in the 
Boston and Chicago districts and $55, 
000,000 at all reporting member banks, 
“All other” loans declined $80,000,000 ip 
the New York district and $83,000,000 
at all reporting banks, and increased 
$6,000,000 in the Boston district. 

Holdings of United States Government 
securities declined $27,000,000 in the 
New York district, and $10,000,000 in the 
Richmond district, and increased $31, 
000,000 in the Chicago district, all re 
porting banks showing a net decrease of 
$5,000,000 for the week.

The Bratton Amendment 


One of the most serious proposals af- 
fecting National Defense now before the 
Congress is the Bratton Amendment to 
the economy bill, now a subject of con- 
sideration for the joint conference on 
the bill. 

The Bratton amendment provides that 
heads of executive departments shall 
hold their actual expenditures to a point 
five per cent below the actual appropria- 
tions for the fiscal year 1934. The affect 
this will have on the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps was the subject of 
strong letters of protestation from the 
secretaries to Senator Bingham, who 
was chairman of the Senate economy 
committee and is now one of the con- 
ferees, 

Secretary Adam’s letter was reported 
in the Journal last week. 

Army Letter 

Secretary of War Hurley wrote: 

“Replying to your letter of February 

ninth, your grave concern with refer- 
ence to an additional five per cent cut in 
appropriations is shared by the War De- 
partment. It is apparent that the full 
effect of the so-called Bratton-Costigan 
Amendments on the military and civil 
establishments provided for in the War 
Department Appropriation Bill can be 
definitely determined only after detailed 
analysis requiring far more time and 
data than are now available. However, 
to anyone cognizant of the extent to 
which our preparations for National De- 
fense have been emasculated during the 
past two years, the calamitous import of 
this undirected compulsory attrition is 
unescapable. 
“Funds for military purposes carried 
in the Appropriation Bill now before the 
Senate are approximately $66,000.000, or 
20 per cent, less than the amount pro- 
vided in the fiscal year 1932. At the 
same time a smaller proportion of the 
national revenue is devoted to current 
military activity than in any other major 
power. Less than 7 per cent of the total 
Federal appropriations are for the sup- 
port of the military establishment. In 
other principal nations this ratio runs 
from 8 to as high as 25 per cent.

formulated with the greatest care. to 
avoid serious deterioration in the mili- 
tary establishment during the coming 
year. Several months were consumed in 
arranging, adjusting and reviewing the 
many complicated and frequently inter- 
related projects involved. By drawing 
on World War and reserve stocks, by 
the deferment of essential activities and 
procurements wherever practicable, and 
by the most rigid temporary economies, 
many of which will necessitate increased 
future expenditures, the cash appropria- 
tions were held to minimum figures. 
These estimates were then subjected to 
the most searching scrutiny and were 
further reduced in the Bureau of the 
Budget. Again in the House they were 
cut and altered so materially that the 
Senate is now confronted with the neces- 
sity of increasing Regular Army main- 
tenance items by more than $1,500,000 
if a deficiency is to be averted. 

“A further arbitrary cut of five per 
cent is now proposed after everything 
loose in the Military Establishment has 
been thrown overboard. Only a few 
items are left to which such a cut could 
be applied without creating deficiencies, 
and these are of such vital importance 
to the military structure on which our 
system of National Defense rests that 
successive reviewing authorities have 
preserved them despite the admitted 
necessity of cutting public expenditures 
to the bone. To destroy them at this 
time when the larger nations are in- 
creasing their outlays for military pre- 
paredness is to expose the nation un- 
justifiably to the most serious of con- 
sequences.”

with that of Great Britain and of Japan, 
the Admiral continued : 

“The foregoing data prove the decad- 
ence of the American Navy, progressive 
since 1922, but we are confronted today 
with a situation that will mean the pass- 
ing of the United States Navy as a force 
to be reckoned with in case of strained 
international relations or in case of war 
— if indeed the former situation has not 
already been reached.” 

“Navy and Army personnel,” he as- 
serted, “feel that they have been singled 
out for ill-treatment ever since the war. 
Appeals for reorganization of the officer 
personnel and some increase of. pay (to 
agree with increased cost of living) at 
the time went unheeded, although the 
pay of other branches of the Federal 
service were increased from 25% to 
175% since 1908, while the only Army 
and Navy increase has been 11% in some 
grades and in many grades pay has been 
actually reduced. Despite these facts 
Navy and Army personnel have accepted 
without a murmur the cut of 814% ap- 
plied to all Government personnel. But 
now comes a proposal which has passed 
the House of Representatives to cut the 
Army’s pay in addition by $3,500,000, 
and doubtless the Navy's corresponding- 
ly; and the House also passed a pro- 
posal not to allow any officer on the re- 
tired list to receive any retired pay if 
his income exceeded $3,000! But what 
will have a still farther adverse effect is 
the cutting of all enlisted men’s pay, ac- 
tive and retired, over $1,000, by 814%. 
despite the fact that enlisted men sign 
a written contract with the Government 
(shipping articles) at a stated rate of

pay. We have not only reduced the ma- 
terial and personnel but will also ruin 
the Service morale, or the morale of 
what we have left. 

“Throughout the country there is great 
unrest; millions are out of employment, 
all looking to our national and state gov- 
ernments for relief, for something to be 
done ; crime is rampant and Communistic 
doctrines have spread. The history of 
our country shows that the loyalty of the 
Army and the Navy to the Government 
has never been questioned, and any such 
questioning is unthinkable, but the 
strength and endurance of our present 
form of Government may ultimately de- 
pend on the loyalty and morale of our 
Navy and Army personnel, including the 
National Guard and Reserves. This is 
therefore no time to kick the Army and 
Navy houn’ dog around.”

All year around Citizens’ ° Military 
Training Camps for unemployed youths 
is provided in an amendment to the 
army appropriation bill adopted by the 
Senate this week. 

Following two days of debate, the 
Senate increased the appropriation for 
the CMTC from $2,500,000 to $24,500,000 
and added the proviso that of this sum 
“$22,000,000 (of which $5,000,000 shall 
be immediately available) shall be avail- 
able only for camps of at least twelve 
months’ duration in which applicants are 
accepted only if over fiftten years and 
under twenty-one years of age and if 
unemployed at the time of application 
and for six months previous thereto.” 

Senator Couzens, Rep. of Mich., author 
of the amendment, and other advocates, 
attempted at first to have provision 
made for Army posts to be thrown open 
to unemployed youths, without any re- 
strictions as to physical or health quali- 
fications of applicants or any military 
drill being required of them. Senator

Reed, who was in charge of the ap- 
propriation bill, led the fight against this 
proposal and a compromise was finally 
adopted whereby the unemployed ap. 
plicants would be taken into the CMTC, 
There is considerable doubt as to 
whether the amendment will survive the 
conference between the Senate and the 
House as to disputed items in the bill, 
as Representative Ross Collins, who is 
expected to be the senior House cop- 
feree is an avowed foe of the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps. 

If the proposal is finally written into 
the bill it is estimated that 88,000 boys 
could be maintained at posts throughout 
the country for twelve months with the 
appropriations provided. As however, 
five million dollars of the sum is made 
available immediately, this number 
would be reduced somewhat. 

It is expected, however, that the 
camps would have to be maintained at a 


much greater strength than the usual 
summer encampments, entailing con- 
siderable additional duties for Army 





personnel at posts affected.
